But in the ninth year of the ſame reign (+710) the miniſtry having near ten millions of increaſed 
national debts, which they found themſelves neceſſitated to fund, as an expedient for that purpoſe, 
they obtained power from the parliament to eſtabliſh the south Sea Company ; with, an excluſive 
right of trade from the river OronokS, round Tierra del Fuego, or the land of Cape Horn, through 
the South Seas, to the northernmoſt parts of America. They were however prohibited from trading 
to Brazil and Surinam, becauſe the former belonged to the Portugueze and the latter to the. Dutch, 
who being then reſpectively the good allies of this nation, trade with their American colonies was 
left open to all Britiſh ſubjects. But the Spaniſh ports, or any others within thoſe extenſive bovnda- 
Ties, were only to be traded to by the South Sea Company, becauſe England was at war with the 
Sovereign then on the Spaniſh throne : Although the Company « could not at that ome carry on any 
trade with thoſe countries.

This introduced 
him into the political intrigues of the Durbir at Murſhedabid, where he 
and his family, ſome of whom ſtill remain the ſhadows of their W 8 2 | 
grandeur, lived with the retinue and magnificence of Princes. 
By a juggle with the Nabobs and officers of the mint and revenues, | 
"4; this great banker introduced a cuſtom very injurious to circulation; 
which has been ever ſince practiſed, to the detriment of the country; 
and ſtill continues, to the ſhame. of the Engliſh Eaſt India Company. 
This was the introduction of a Barra, or agio upon the rupee called 
Sicca, which is a real coinage of ſtandard ſilver according to the eſtab- 
Hſhed laws of the late empire. The current rupee, ſo called by the Eng- 
lich, is, like the pound ſterling, a nominal ſpecie, valued at ſixteen per 
cent. Batta leſs than Sicca, for the conveniency, in adjuſting accounts, of 
reducing the innumerable ſorts of different rupees which have been in- 
troduced in all parts ſince the ſubverſion of the empire. This Batta was 
-nominally fixed, ſo that the new-coined Sicca rupee ſhould circulate twelve 
months at full Batta, and then fall three per cent. under the denomination 
of Hirſuns, or Siccas of various years. At the expiration of the ſecond year, 
they ſunk again, under another denomination of Sunotrs, the Batta of which 
was fixed at two per cent. leſs: fo that what was ſixteen per cent. the firſt 
year, was thirteen per cent. the ſecond, and eleven per cent. the third. 
at which laſt denomination of Sunotts. they remained, until re- eoined 
into Siccas ; ſubject nevertheleſs, like all other rupees, to ſuch varia- 
tions in the Batra, or agio, as the money-dealers could effect, from the 
plenty or ſcarcity of each particular ſpecies ; for it was the Engliſh alone 
who, in their own ſettlements and in dealings only among themſelves, 
uſed to adjuſt their accounts by the ſaid eſtabliſhed Batta of 16, 1 3, and 
11 "oak cent.

_only adyantages they reaped from it. From the regulations which they, 
in their Select Committee, had previouſly agreed upon, they were firſt 
apprized of the ſudden effects which thoſe regulations could not fail of 
producing, in raiſing the price of ſalt all over the country. They, 
therefore, availed themſelves of this fore-knowledge, _ and eſtabliſhed a 
private ſociety, among themſelves, for buying g. up as much as they could 
of the ready-made ſalt, which lay diſperſed in different parts. Mr. 
Verelſt, who conducted this ſeparate concern, and was one of their
